Canadian PaciQc Uai.way. 

British Columbia owos much to the 
Torooio Globe for tuo foroo und ability 
with whioh it ha-* all along preasod up, 
on the Dominion of Canada the do- 
oosnity for adapting a brood, vigorous, 
and truly national policy with respect 
to throwing opon tho great Nonhwost 
and pressing onward to tho Pacifio, 
Our big contemporary L doubtless not 
altogether free from faults und fiiling*; 
bat thiB one virtue ought to oovor a 
multitude of sins, to thu eye of British 
Columbia at leaBt. In a recent number 
of the Olobe we Bud a very ublo leading 
article upon the BUbjeot ot the Canadi- 
an Pacific Railway. Our oontempor- 
ary alludes to tho nrgumont *o com- 
monly put forward by our Amorican 
neighbors, viz, that the American 
Northern Pacifio Badway, running, a* 
it does, near the boundary line, and 
draining, as it will, the Briiish possess 
eierjs lying to the north of tho forty ninth 
parallel, must forever forbid the idea 
of a Canadian Pacifio line proving a 
succors, if, indeed it does not forbid the 
idea of Buch a line ever being huilt. To 
this our contemporary tho Globe woll 
replieB: — 

« The main line of the North Pacific at no 
point of iU route approaches within a hundred 
and fllty miles of British territory, while in 
general it ia at a much grcuter dibtanco from 
the boundary line. Supposing our grout lakes 
blotted out, and a wilderness of a hundred 
and fifty miles stretching along the whole bor- 
der line of Onlario, would any one argue that 
a railway far down i.i Pennsylvania and New 
York would be quite sufficient to develope 
tbo resources ol this country, and that all 
Canadian lines would be really so much mo- 
ney thrown away ? Yet such an argument 
would not be bo foolish and inconclusive as 
what Is urged against the construction of a 
great Canadian Trans-Continental Railway. 

The proposed route of that undei taking is, 
on an average, four hundred miles north of 
that being made from Dulutli, and instead of 
being as * large part ol both the American 
lints must be, tbrongh an irreclaimable desert, 
it runs through a country which, in fertility 
and climate, will compare favorably wiih any 
part ot the North American Continent. 

When this has been stated, nothing else is 
necessary. Auy perion of ordinary intelligence 
can see at a glance that a railwaywbich never, 
throughout its whole course comes within a 
hundred miles of the border line of a country, 
can do very little to develope the resources of 
that country. It is beltter than nothing, but 
that is all that can be said in its behalf. The 
immediate territory through which it runs 
would be benefitted chiefly and in the first 
place, and all beyend ooly incidentally, and 
after the lapse of many years. 

Instead ot the tact that the North Pacific u 
under construction being an argamont for al- 
lowing the Canadian project to lie in the 
meanwhile in abeyance,it affords the strongest 
reason possible tor its being pushed through 
without delay. Politically it is a manifest and 
pressing necessitv, while commercially it is as 

• vidently of the very highest importance for 
Canada. In this way alone can this country 
have any chance for her lair share in lucrative 
trade with theNorth- West which will agBursd- 
ly spring up, and in the varied traffic with 
the Paeilic world which to a great extent will 
pasB through Canadian territory, if once what 
will b» the shortest and easiest ronte from 
ocean to ocean is in working order." 

Our readers will a^reo with the fore* 
going, while ihey will most he-rtily en- 
dorse ana enihufiaRticully applaud the 
following paragraph with .which the 
Globe's article concludes :— 

" Our neighbors know the value of the prize 
Involved and arc making gigantic efforts to 
■scuro it exclusively lor themselves. Our 
rulerB will be traitors to their country and to 
British connection if they lose a single season 
in making it practicabl» and convenient for 
tettlers to go to Fort Garry through our own 
territory, and in putting things in a fair way 
for the Canadian Pacific Railway. It is a 
question not merely of convenience but of 
national existence. It must be pushed through 
at whatever cxpenso. Wo believe it can be so 
pushed through, not only without being a 
burden pecuniarily upou Canada, but with an 
absolute profit in every point of new. With- 
out such a line a great British North America 
would turn out an unsubstantial dream ; 
with it. and with o:dinary prudence and wis- 
dom on the part ot her statesmen, it will bo a 
groat, a elorious and inevitable reality. 

Tho Joiut High G lumis&ion. 

»:.!Ao inlerestiag debate npon a mOBt im- 
portant motion leek place in the Canadian 
House of Commons on the ni»ut ef the 24ih 
February. Sir A T Gall novod a series of 
resolutions respecting tbo fishery quostim 
and the Feniau olaitns, iuleoded as aa ex- 
pression ol opinion on the pert of Canada os 
to what Boa conceived to ba ber joint ngbta 
in respect of ihe matters to be dealt with 
by the JoiDt High Commission.

be bud brought forward his reeolBt oBij but

Mr DeOosmo*', one ot the newly eleoted 
Legislative Cooneillots of BrittBh Columbia, 
is both a very considerule and an exceeding*

may be some difficulty in eelec'.ing 'the 
right man' lor the position of Lieutouaut 
Governor ol the Pacific Provisoes, tie vary 
thoughtfully propiBus to relievo the Domin- 
ion Government ol all rpsponH'bility io the 
matter, lu (he Victoria Standard, ol whioh 
journal bo is both editor and proprietor, he 
contends that there is not*lhe cligulest ne-

very ooneiderate Mr DeCosuioi does nol 
leave ni in doubt and perplexity as to who 
the native genius may be, wbo is ready 
made to hand lor ihe position. It is no less 
oor greaier a person than his humble sel 1 . 
Ibis ia oce ol tho mout striking instances ol 
modesty in a publio men we have soen 
lately. Some oeoplo mi-ihl tbinlt it was 
unbecoming and egoti^t'.oal to put bimsell 
aud hia claim so bo dly lurwurd; but it can 
barJiy be expected that in that far nway 
reginn Ihe ordinary nii|Ut't'e of publio lile 
will be. observed. Mi DeCo>mos is oviilen- 
ly determioed nol to 'blnib unfean' oral ban 
undo a linuly public prbfetaloo of h 8 s-trons; 
lain, in biminlf if his great claims, which 
the Standard holdly ulleges bo possessaH, to 
he made the first Lieuteuar.t Governor of ihe 
Province are overlooked by ihe Govornor- 
uiaking powc, it will cortainly not bo bini- 
aell that is I*.' blame.

Iu seluiiting a representative the people are 
never direttded by the wisdom that guidoi 
them io managing a farm or a household. 
The popular representuiives of ihe present 
day, in a large propornon ol this continent, 
are men witinul property, and lull ol bope 
that their wits will provitle them with good 
places. In the bar room any one of the e 
men appears io be a great man; there his 
enthusiastic nonsense pasBss lor good pense, 
and conveys to the ondience an idea of the 
disinterested patriotism that uevor fired his 
i en vile tone. W,t ont talent of superior 
ordei, he lails to provide himself with a place 
or tho people with good ubelnl laws. In the 
Couocil room he sells It a vole, ot nbfceii's 
himself at Ibe proper motnaoi, and by oil tier 
course tecures a bribe uud sicrilicea tho 
rue interests of tha country. And then luis 
guilly man, ouveied with brass and full ol 
i • pudeiu-e proceed- without a blush to bis 
darling people and treats them to a new dis- 
ciurso on liberty. In Ameiica he says 'The 
Freid loot loves bull pups and wbir-ky punch.' 
In British Colombia he eays 'Givernment is 
a sham.' And this is eloqaonce / Look ot 
the fucea of the men wbo are pleased by- 
mis vulgarity, and you are amazed. 
Their eyes flash intelligence; keen 
traders, firstrals business men, quick to per- 
ceive and prompt to net. Obsorve their firm, 
elastic step, Ihe martial look, and immediately 
yuu acknowledge yourself in tbe presence ot 
freemen. Hut you remember their idol, the 
popular representative, and yon begin to leel 
that the outward sigtB of superiority in man 
are vory deceptive. Tou know that tho idol 
can utter nothing but nonsense. You hear tho 
ruon with martial air and eyes bright with in- 
telligence shout bravo and say " H» ia a 
spleudad fellow, didn't he give the big-buga 
fits." A fiihwomau can acold but she is not 
rewarded with applause. rVhy do we applaud 
the popular representable I describo aud 
despise the scolding fishwoman? liecauso we 
aro little, and scolding ia the Senate is re- 
garded as n si B n of courage. This is all true, 
and I regret it ; but it is to be hoped that a 
great change is fast approaching, thai tbe duy 
id not far distant when our popular represen- 
tatives will be mon remarkable for common 
sense and prudence, men who havo proved by 
industry and ability on the farm, in Iho store", 
in our law courts, anywhere^ that they are 
entitled to tbo confidence ot thepeoplo. Such 
representatives and full reports iu a freo press 
aro the beat guarantees of liberty. 

While we aro satisfied to applaud represen- 
tatives who do nothing more than ' give the 
big-bugs fits ' W" murt accept such laws as 
wo can get. If they happen to ba bad laws, 
sensible mon will say f You deserve no better.' 
This is plain truth.
